Uniting Sheets of Mica. 


It is often desirable to join sheets of 


mica, and a very simple operation will se- 
cure that result. Put clear gelatin into 
cold water. Let it remain tintil it is soft- 
ened, than press out any excess of water 
with a soft cloth. Put it over a water 
bath until it molts, then add heated proof 
spirit to mako it fluid, boing extremely 
careful not to put too much of tho spirit— 
simply enough to liquefy it. 
Meanwhile 


dissolve 1 y* ounces of gum mastio and one- 
fourth ounce of gum ammoniac in-4 ounces 
of rectified spirit. Add this to the gelatin 
and spirit solution, stirring in very care- 
fully, keeping tho mass in motion contin- 
ually until it is perfectly blended. Put it 
in glass stoppered bottles and sco that it 
is perfectly scaled. Warm it when wanted 
for use and apply quickly. Then press tho 
sheets together and place a very light 
weight on them, leaving them to dry for 
several days.—New York Ledger.

The life of a railroad ticket is ono of the 


most absorbing interest. 16 is a record of 
"intricate simplicity" all through. From 
the tinao it loaves the hands of tho printer 
until it arrives at the office of the ticket 
auditor of tho railroad on which it wns col- 
lected it has pushed through a great num- 
ber of processes that insure its safe trans- 
mission, correct sale and certain return to 
the checking ofllccr of the road,'al}. of a 
complicated nature, yet all simple*enouph. 


Coupon'tickets are, as a rule, of but two 


kinds. In selling these tickets it is neces- 
sary to so arrange them that every rond 
over which they are honored will have 
something to show for it. For this reason, 
n coupon is provided for each road, and 
Ihe conductors on that road tear it oft' when 
it is piesentcd to them for passage. 


What is known as the Strom berg form is 


In general use all over the United States. 
This is a patented ticket, and all of tho 
rends pay a royalty for its use. On a jour- 
ney from St. Louis to El Paso, Tos., there 
would bo three coupons. The ticket would 
be sold in St. Louis by the Missouri Pacillo 
railway, and tho first coupon would read: 


"Missouri Pacific railway. .St. Louis to 
Sedaliu, Mo." 
The second would read: 


"Missouri, Kansas and Texas railwa). 
Scdtilia to Fort Worth, Tex." The third 
would read: "Tesas and Pacific rnilwuy. 
Fort Worth to destination bel\\onn the 
punch markA " Every coupon ogejit has 
ono of tho Strom berg punches and he 
punches the point of destitution on the 
last ccyipon. 


The other stylo of coupon vttkut is what 


is called in railroad parlance tho "skeleton 
form." 
It is blank as far as both starling 


point or destination js concerned, and is 
issued to this smaller agents. 
When they 


hd\e u call for ono of those .tickets, they fill 
out as many coupons as there aro roads to 
be traveled over. 


Tho tickets aro sold to the passengers 


and remain in their hands for but a short 
time, if tho conductor of the train is vigi- 
lant, and ho usually is enough fi to got all 
tho tickets before tho next station is 
reached. 


And tbcro tho public's acquaintance 


ends. 


Tho conductor, always fiiuvvo nnd ready 


to be obliging, has many things on hi^ 
mind to look aftor. 
Ono of these is the 


disposition of his ticket collections for the 
trip.- 


Ho gets thorn together out of his se\ - 


ernl pockets ot tho end of hih trip and as- 
•sorts them in station order. Ho thon 
counts them. All collectioniifrom mileage 
books are also counted carefully. Ho then 
enters up on .» report hlunk themnubiT of 
tickets collected and the rnnnbir of mile- 
age slips taken up anti botwien \\htit, 
points. On tho same report ho also enters 
tho number o£ cash fares and between 
what points collected. 


This report, with tho tickets, is inclosed 


in nn envelope and mailed to tho general 
auditor or tho ticket auditor of tho road. 


Hero tho real work on tho ticket begins. 


Tho auditor receives reports daily from tho 
npentn along the lino, and it is his bufii- 
ne'-s to chock them up against tho receipts 
of tickets from train collections. 


Tho conductor's collections are brought 


in nnd turned over to young men in tho 
auditor's office- and by them opened. 
Tho 


ticket1* inclosed aro carefully counted to see 
that tho conductor';, statement on his re- 
port is correct. 
They arc then entered up 


on o blank as "from," "to," "numbei of 
tickets" and "amount," and the total is 
struck. 
This is Cone isi older to arrive at 


tho daily earnings of each tr.iin. A care- 
ful record of this is kept and a monthly 
average per trip Mkon. Tho trntlic officials 
are then uiahlod to see whether cortnin 
runs aro paying and to take stops to mnko 
them pay or withdraw thorn. It is odd to 
look down the list of a certain train and 
soo how nearly alike arc each day's earn- 
ings. Except where there has been a LHI? 
excursion tho collections do not vary to un 
appreciable dogrea from day to day. 


Tho ticket checker^ assoit all of tho 


month's collections in order <,£ destina- 
tion. 
Thus, if St. Louis bo the station 


that is to bo chocked, all tickets from St. 
Louis to Jefferson City are got together. 
Tho agent umy have reported the sale of 
Nos. 15,211 to 15,;nO. 100 tickets. It is 
tho business of the ticket sorter to sco how 
many of thcsu tickets have been collected 
and to mark tho report of the. agent to 
show those that have not bean turned in. 
Whenever these missing tickets do come in 
the report of tho agent for tho nionth iu 
which they wcro sold is rcsurrncted from 
some dusty box and the missing ticket 
chocked as "iu." 
It is surprising how 


many tickets are belated nnd how many 
never comu in. 
Frequently persons Iniy 


tickets that aro limited and cannot use 
thorn until the limit has expired, when 
they throw thorn awny. In other cases a 
ticket, may not show up for 
<\ month or 


two, when it is unlimited. 


Coupon tickets require, much more care- 


ful handling than local tickets, nnd this 
men who keep tho books on them receive 
better salaries than tho local ticket sorters. 


All coupons tickets are turned over 10 


them from tho train collections and by 
thorn carefully assorted as to roads of issue. 
Each ticket or coupon is thon carefully re- 
corded in a book so tbat its history can lie, 
traced from its start to Its destination. At 
the end of each month a statement iis ren- 
dered to all interested lines by tho road 
that issues tho tickets of all .sales over 
their lines. In this way a kind of clearing 
house arrangement is kept up and tho 
debtor road makes remittance to the cred- 
itor road aftar deducting offsetting ac- 
counts. 


And then comes the end of .the railroad 


ticket's life. As soon as all report e have, 
been checked up and a careful division of 
earnings—that is, tho apportionment to tho !

taken their arms in preparation for sorjous 
business. 


"That's my name, sir," answered the 


colonel. 


"Beg pardon, Colonel Kellogg. You 


were a captain at Gettysburg. Allow me 
to extend congratulations upon your pro- 
motion." 


It was becoming interesting, and both 


of us wore making plans for a shooting 
niutch between a dozen Johnny pickets 
with guns in their hands and two officers 
who hud only revolvers, and they not in 
band. 


"Guess you don't remember mo, colo-

in battle.

Aristocratic Wearer, 


Every one hnB heard of tho Chinese but- 


tons and how they indicate rank. A great 
many people, however, have no idea what 
the official button is. All Chinamen have 
buttons about as big as a hickory nut ou 
tlw tops of their skullcaps, and in case of 
tho ccmiiiioii iieoj.lo these buttons aro made 
out of blue or red silk thread, and when a 
man goes into mourning they are of 
white silk. 


Tho average common hut is of tho finest 


black satin, and the shapes of these ertps 
change from ycxir to year. 
Tho Chinese 


am us particular about the cut of their 
clothes as we are. llioy have their favor- 
ite fashionable colors, and there arc just as 
jimiiy dudc-s and Bandies in Peking and 
Canton »s theru are in London. 


Tho official button is alxjut $hroc times 


os large ns tho ordinary silk button. Its 
color and material indicate tho rank of tho 
wearer. It stands straight up on the crown 
of the cap, and it sometimes funtons on tho 
peacock feather. The higliust button is of 
u dark red doral. Members of the second 
class of nobility wear a coral ball of light 
blue and tho fourth of dark blue. A noble 
or official of the fifth class wears a ball of 
crystal, and a mandarin of tho sixth class 
has a little round ball made of mother of 
pearl on tho top of his cap. Below those 
conio the mandarins of tho seventh and 
eighth classes, who wear big marbles of 
gold, and members of tho ninth class, who 
have their hats decorated with silver balls. 


These oliicinl hats, or caps, lit closely to 


tho head and have brims which aro turned 
up all around and extend as high us tho 
top of the caV- 
These caps are of black 


beavel-, and they aro usually covered with 
a red silk ta=sol, which begins at the bot- 
tom and runs out to the edges of tho top. 
The laws provide as to the kind of hat an 
ofliclul must wear and his dress is regulat- 
ed by the statutes. Tho sleeves of .all offi- 
cials must be very long and come down 
over the ha nd<s,and whenever the nobles aud 
officials call on tho emperor they must not 
have their sleeves rolled up.

SHOWS IN THE FACE. 


JjiillicliinB M<-tlioiT». 


Tho problem that tho shipbuilder haa tc 


soho in launching is tho transfer of a 
huge, unwieldy, heavy mass from terra 
flriun to thu water. Hmnll vessels aro sim- 
ply dragged down by what is called Hootch 
hoinnco, defined by Americans to be "main 
force and stupidity," ovoi the pebbles of 
the beach or over wooden rollers, and such 
was probably the practice ol tin; ancients, 
but even they had to hate recourse to me- 
chanical mcann when their ships attained 
a curtain size. They probably used some 
sort of wliu'.hiss, actuating a great many 
hauling ropes—at least that is the sort ot 
machine Archimedes in reported to have 
designed for tho purpose. 


Nowadays, in vessels of any size advan- 


tage !H taken of tho energy of position of 
tho fihip on tho stocks, as measured by tho 
differonco of tho iioight of tho uontcr of 
gravity of the vcst,ul on land and afloat. 
A nhlp is supported on wooden keel blocks 
at a certain distance above the ground. 
In tho slow process of construction pieco 
by piece of mifnl and wood is raised up 
and built into (he vessel, and tho result of 
the Bum of all thcso lifts is that thu gen- 
eral center of gravity of thu whole struc- 
ture is many ieet above thu ground, consti- 
tuting a force, available, for launching, 
jtibt as 11 loosn bowlder ia ready to bo push- 
ed down u hill. In a, curtain seuso, there- 
fore, wo may ,s,»y that tho operation of 
aunchlng begins with the first step in tho 
construction of the ship.—Robert Caird in

Fruit with firm 
llesh, liko apples, cherries or plums, should 
be thoroughly masticated; otherwise they 
are diflicult to digest. 
The skin of law 


fruit should never bo oaton, and before oat- 
ing grapes or any small fruit care should 
bo taken to remove all impurities by wash- 
ing. 
Never swallow grape stones. Stale 


fruit and unripe fruit should never be eat- 
en, and very acid fruit should not bo taken 
with farinaceous foods nnless the person 
has a vigorous digestion.—Now York Sun.

for Infiia, the Earl of Derby being secre- 
tary of state for foreign affairs. 
The 


latter disagreed with his chief's deter- 
mined policy on the eastern question, 
which seemed likely to precipitate a war 
with Kussia, and tendered his resigna- 
tion, which wfls accepted, and Lord Salis- 
bury stepped into the breach. 
Kussia 


agreed to a revision of her deal with 
Turkey, and the Berlin conference fol- 
lowed. Then came the Gladstone admin- 
istration of 1880, 
relegating the Con- 


servatives to the cool shade of opposition, 
but Lord Salisbury's turn came in 1885. 
On June 24 of that year he formed his 
first, cnbinet— a short lived one, ns Mr. 
Gladstone returned to power in Febru- 
ary, ISSti. 
One hundred and seventy- 


eight days later Mr. Gladstone went out, 
and Lord Salisbury entered 'upon an ad- 
ministration which lasted G years and 15 
days.

Engineer Barn Relates Ills Experience on' 


tho Night of the Charleston Earthquake. 
Running at Fifty Miles an Hour When 
the Shocks Began. 


There are few locomotive engineers alive 


:oduy who have had a more thrilling ad- 
venture in a cab than tho man who pulled 
v trainlood of passengers out of Charleston 
m the night of tho memorable earthquake. 
Tho throttlq was wide open and' the train 
was clashing down a long, steep grade at 
tho rate of 50 miles an honr. Tho engi- 
neer had to icach a small station a short 
distance ahead and side track to allow an 
excursion train for Charleston to pass. 
Tho loeal -was behind time and the engi- 
neer know that COO lives depended on 'his 
jetting safely into the siding before tho 
leadlight of tho other train hove in sight, 
suddenly tho earth shook, but -the rum- 
bling noiso accompanying tho shoot wna 
drowned (in the roar of the speeding train. 
Without tho least notice the truck under 
[ho train began to quiver and move, whilo 
the locomotive trembled liko adoernt bay. 
Tho engineer thought that the engine had 
jumped tho track and was running along 
over the crosstics. Tho train tolled on for 
half a milo before being ditched. Engi- 
neer Charles H. Burn was tbo only person 
injured, and ho would have escaped un- 
hurt had ho jumped. Ho remained at his 
post, however, as if glued to tho scat. His 
mind war, so intent upon reaching tho side 
track that ho could give little thought to 
tho earthquake. Mr. Burn gave Tho Sun 
correspondent his story. 
"It was 9:25 on tho night of Aug. 81, 


1880,5' ho said, "when I mounted tho train 
in the railroad yards hero and got orders 
to pull ont to Summervillo, 30 mill's dis- 
tant. The weather was hot, with not u 
breath of air stirring. My train started 
on time, but soon afterward wo were do- 
luyctl u few m inn tea. My orders read to 
side truck ut Ten Mile for n down passen- 
ger excursion train to puss. 
When I got 


to a point a milo and a half from tho sta- 
tion, I found that I had only two ininutcs 
to make tho run nnd have the switch clear 
for tbo other train. Tho chances Were, 
too, that IE would he on time, and I real- 
ized that I bad a, race against death. The 
ti-ack abend of me, however, was clear. 


"Kvery nerve in me wns strained, for X 


knew what would bo the consequences if I 
run in halt' n minute late. I was in this 
condition and Hying over tho llnnl stretch, 
with the throttle wide open, when the Jlrnt 
tremor of tho earth was felt. My (Irsti hn j 
prcssion wns that tho engine had jumped 
tho rail nnd was shooting over tho crons- 
tios. 
I looked back once nnd saw thut thu 


coaches woro following all right, but the 
next instant I know it was an eartlnpinlie. 
Tho track under mo was jerked to ono 
side and then to tho other. I looked ahead, 
and the bright glistening on the top of tho 
shiny rail could not bo w<-n. 
A secoiiU 


ghmce showed that tho rails \vero moved 
out of thoir original position anil were In 
tho exact shupcof a horseshoe. The engine 
would twitch and squirm, but it held to 
tha rail, and tho movement of thu whole 
train was very much like that of a. enukc 
crawling over the sund. 


"When I BUW how tho rails had- con- 


tmott-d. I trioil to stop tho train. I applied: 
the brakes, and immediately tbo engine 
jumped the track. 'It was liko a •whirl- 
wind to mi). Tho cub on thu engine wns 
broken olT and the top of tho cab was 
thrown SO feot, bottom upward. 
Arnold, 


the colored Jhcnmn, went with it and had 
n ulnsu shsive, bul. escaped unhurt. 


"It, is almost impossible for me tn d»- 


neribo my feelings whilo on that rocking 
engine, speeding over rough track at the' 
rate of 50 miles an honr. 
The spued wns. 


not Rlackened by tho winding of thu track,' 
but tho engine was Hying to the right, ono 
second and to tho left tho next and get- 
ting over tho ground ro swiftly thnt it 
took all my strength to keep myself in by 
holding on to tho lover. Tho wiginc 
seem oil to groan. 


"When we were ditched. I wns thrown 


into tho soft mud and pinned down by 
part of the engine. Another j-hool; camo 
about this time, nnd it buried tho engine 
lower in tho looso sand. 
This mailo it 


harder for me, but fortunately I 'uns not 
burned 
or scalded. 
The third hhoe.k 


came, and clown wont tbo engine aguin in 
tho sand. 
I could not move, a limb, and 


the heat from the furnace near mo- fnirly 
intido my skin fall away. 
A lot of fright- 


ened neg^bCH eumo rushing by the K!l'n, 
running they knew not where, and I bcg- 
god them to get mo out.

" ' 'Tain't no use, white man, cried ono 


old fellow. 'Your time clone up now, and 
wo is all gwino down togeildcr.

"Thoearth continued to iremblo during 


,bo night, or at least until :i o'clock in the 
Homing, when I was taken out of tho 
wreck. I have been on tho road for 30 
rears, but I never expect to go through 
mother such experience as on that night 
of the cnrthqimkt!. Nothing but the mercy 
of God saved mo anil the train," 


Tho wreck of Engineer Burn's train oe- 


cnrreil on tho South Carolina and Georgia 
railroad ton miles from Charleston. Ac 
ilinost the same minuto two other wrecks 
took place, and the only deaths wero those 
of tho llremon on both trains. At Horso 
:rcck the heavy commotion of the water 
in n pond close by the rnilrond caused the 
pond to overflow and wash nway the rail 
road. Tho train stopped soon after getting 
in. 
Ifingincer Reynolds swam out nnd 


landed high in the branches of ;i tree. Tho 
fireman iu trying to roach a limb was kill- 
ed. 


The passenger trnin that loft hero early 


in the afternoon for Augusta, Ga,,, met 
•with an accident between aranitcvlllennc" 
Langley. A largo pond by the rail roue 
track broke away nnd submerged tl^J road 
,nndcr tho train. The engine left the'track 
In a, jiffy, and in tho smuflhup the fireman 
wns killed. Tho trnin remained • on the 
track, and the passengers escaped without 
n scratch. All along tho road tho rails 
tyero distorted into horseshoe shape, but, 
the engine driven by Burn was tho only 
ono thnt went half n milo over tho rough 
nnd winding mils.—Charleston Cor. New 
York Hun.
